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While there are many sifs of | 
omission and commission to be 
charged to the Sifton Govern- 
ment,'the greatest insult ever 
thrown at a Christian country is 
the‘ springing of a Provincial éle- 
ction at this time.

, onic Street Hospital, 
Rock Ferry, 
Cheshire, Eng., Apr. 16. 
Well they let me get up today 
for the first time since I got ' 
mixed up with the ‘Fritzies.’’ 
It was Easter Monday when I 
got hit, when we captured Vimy 
Ridge. I suppose you read all 
about it in the papers. It sure | 
was the worst scrap of this war, | 
and JI dread seeing the casualty | 
lists, as I suppose there are | 


lot of Lacombe (boys killed; 
there were very few left when I 
got hit. a 

We had been hofding™ that 

blamed Ridge since - Christmas, 
and we sure were sick of it. We 
wanted to go over and try to 
‘teat the Germans or get beaten 
ourselves, so we were all kind of 
glad. when we heard. that the 
‘push was going to start, althon- | 
ghiwe knew that Vimy ridge was, 
the German’s Strongest posit- 
ion. 

The night before the battle we 
came up the communication 
trench then went over land to 
the Ridge, as the Germans could 
hit the trench nearly every shot. 
We went into a huge tunnel that 
goes under the ridge, and stayed 
there until-morning. We had dug 
a trench in front of our front 
line, and also behind it, and we 
were put in these trenches, so 
that when they shelled our tront 
line they didn't get any of us. 

At 6.30 in the morning we 
blew two: or three mines, and 
then the barrage opened up and 
we went forward. The barrage 
travelled at arate of 100 ‘yards 
in three minutes, ‘and we kept 
50 yards behind it. Of all the 
artillery fire the world has ever 
seen this was the heaviest. !n 
front of us there was just one 
wall of flame and flying carth. 
The Germans were sending up 
frantic S.O.S. | signals. ‘to their 
artillery in the form of rockets ; 
golden sprays etc. 

The German artillery then con- 
centrated on their own front line 
in hopes of stopping us there. 
We went through the barrage, 
and the Germans gave themselv- 
es up by the dozens, because they 
could not do anything else. They 
were trapped by both barrages. 
We bombed the German dug-oute | 
which were filled with men, and | 
the German front line trenches! 
were filled with their own dead. '

ing on our lines. A bullet went 
through the butt of my rifle, and 
another one went through my 
arm near the shoulder. I saw [ 
could not go much farther so I 
started sto ,find shelter. The Ger- 
mans then started to shell us ve- 
ry hard, and I was.struck in the 
right leg and left hand by sbrap- 
nel. I laid in a shell hole half 
full of water for over an hour. 
and tried to fix up my wounds, 
and when the ‘shelling became 
lighter I started to crawl from 
shell hole to shell hole back over 
the Ridge. I reached the Ger- 
man front line and there met, a 
stretcher bearer who fixed me jip 
I wasn’t very badly hit in the 
leg, so. I managed to walk to 
our own trench, and to the dres- 
sing station. On the way back 
we found twelve Germans is shell 
holes, hiding, and herded them 
down to the dugouts. They were 
scared almost to death and were 
quite harmless. I’ve got one of 
their helmets here in the hospit- 
al with me, and I would like to 
send it home. 

Believe me this was the first 
real licking the Germans got for 
some time. There was not much 
fight left in the prisoners we 
caught, and they carried in 
our wounded for us and were 
sure glad to be taken prisoners. 
I saw one of our stretcher-bear- 
ers bringjng in about twenty-five 
‘parted and the only weapon 
the had was a_ stick of wood. I 
don’t know how many }risoners 
were captured but there must 
have been thousands. The hospi- 
tal I was in in France had 700 
wounded Germans in the wards, 
and they were treated just the 
same as we.were: and we had the 
best treatment that anyone could 
get. 

Don’t worry about me; I’m not 
hurt very tadly, and we are 
sure treated like kings over here 
in England.

What has bapperie’d to Soissons 
during tte past two and a half. 
years is no new thing and, how- 
ever much unlike war was the ap- 
pearance of the little town to

Both these seacoast provinces 
have exceptional opportunities 
’ and facilities for the making of 
ships, and they will be carrying 
out a logical part.of their desti- 
ny when they undertake the mew 
contracts by means of which a 
continuence of British control of 
_ the seas is to be aided. It is be- 
ing freely stated that the final 
victory in the war will be a mat- 
ter of successfully meeting and 
overcoming the submarine men- 
ace, and that the way to ineet 
it will be by increasing the fleet 
of British and Allied ships upon 
the seas. There must be vessels 
to do the carrying without which 
Britain and France will be ser- 
iously endangered, and one of the 
most important, contributions 
that the United States will make 
to the war is in the form of 
ships. Present losses through the 
submarine menace are about one 


ship in every hundred, and to off- 


set this . ratio there must . be 


more ships. Inthe cases of both; 
United States and Canada the 


new ships will be mostly sailing 
craft,,of the kind that first built 
up the commercial success of 
America but have laterly been 
superseded. Once more the clat-

The thought. of peace is grow- 
ing everywhere says the appeal. 
Every day that ‘the war continu- 
es increases the suffering of the 
peoples, the hecatombs of the 
victims and the billions of debt. 
The sitdation is’ becoming intol- 
erable, and you should ask for 
peace terms. In the | meanwhile’ 
an immediate, agreement. between 
the socialist Patties of all coun- 
tries ig necessary im order that 
internationalism may again deve- 
lop its strength. 

otwithstanding th: protesta- 
tions of the Jea Hr there is a 
fairly settled conviction that this 
thisy socialistic congress at 
Stotkholni is but part of a clev- 
er German scheme to bring about 
as convenient a peace arran 
ment as may _ be possible. The 
socialists of Germany have been 
worki ite generally and obe- 
piety ths the direction of the 
war lords, and despite their tra- 
ditional dislike fcr war shoulder- 
ed their guns as willingly as any 
when the tommand came to go 
Now’ that it suits the milit- 
arists «to sue for peace, they are 


‘attempting it iene the agen 


cy of these same socialists, ae 


it will take more than the de- 
nials of a few outside propagan- 
dists, who m 


quite honest and good-intention- 


ed in the matter, to convince the |} 


world ‘that Germany is not play- 
ing a game with them. It is 
known, for instance; that social- 
ist agents of the Kaiser’s gover- 
nment have been at work in Rus- 
sia endeavoring to create a sen- 
timent among the soldiers and 
workingmen in favor of sepatate 
peace. 

The socialists claim it is part 
of their peace platform that 
there shall be no territorial ac- 
quisitions ty any of the bellige-| 
rent powers. The ‘war must 
stopped, they say, but the status 
of things is to be just as it was 
beforei On the strength of this 
policy they are appealing to 
their fellow sympathizers all ov- 
er the world,’ apparently swatlo- 
wing the idea that Germany has 
no designs upon Austria, Bulgar- 
ia and furkey, to say nothing of 
Belgium and France... The kaiser 
has not made a more clever mo- 
ve during the whole war campai- 
gn than this bit of play, with 
the sacialists.as his agents and 
decoys. 

It is a hopeful sign of the fut- 
ility of it all, however, that the 
propoganda in Russia has so far 
not met ,with success. Russian 
socialists were thought tobe the 
most likely ground for pacifist 
leaven, but reports from Petro- 

ad show, they Scorn 
the idea of peace except om terms 
-| acceptable to the Allies. Agita- 
‘tors who have tried. to arouse 
the temper of the Russian mass- 
es in favor of some such settle- 
ment as Germany would like ha- 
ve failed, and the congtess at 
Stockholm will protably, have to 
think up some new scheme if the 
socialists are’ to figure at all 
considerably in the ending of the 
war.

responsibilities gives encourage- 
ment to expect some plan of re- 


» lief that will be really adequate. 


Sir George Foster was right 
when he said the other day that 


»rGanada and: The United States 


must be an economic unit in the 
prosecution of the war. 

It will not do, however, to de- 
pend too greatly upon the effec- 
tiveness of government control 
of the food supply. It is not in 
the spirit and temper of either 
the Canadian or American peo- 
ple to accept with good grace an 
over abundant measure of gover- 
nment and it would probably be 
difficult to enforce on this side 
of the water such drastic regula- 
tions as have already been passed 
in England and France. The on- 
ly way is for the people to do 
their own restricting, and so 
forestall the necessity of war 
rations. Though there is __ still 
plenty in,their midst, and tho- 
ugh we are undertaking the res- 
ponsibility of feeding not only 
ourselves but our Allies, it 1s 
high time even now to institute 
some measure of retrenchment in 
our food consumption. Along 
with the call for increased pro- 


duction there must go the equal- 
ly reasonable call for prudence,,. 
economy and  abstemiousness. 
That will be, the 
food control.
